Before China became a republic 
in 1912, she had been ruled most- | 
ly by dynasties for thousands of | 
| years. A previous article told of the 
earliest dynasties about which we 
know very much—the Chow (ap-|

Literature flour- 
ished. Painting flowered into dis-

important, because books began to 
be printed from type | 

Following the T'ang, there was 
another period of restlessness, un- 
til 960, when the Sung, or T’sung 
dynasty began. It lasted until 1280. | 

Early in the 13th century, the | 
Mongols gained more and more 
power on the borders of central 
Asia, and in the north of China, 
The Mongo! general, Jenghiz Khan, 
the “Greatest of the Great,” flash- 
ed over western Asia and into} 
China's borders, and ruled over 
an empire stretching from the 
China Sea to Russia. The Sung 
empire was divided with the Mon- 
gols. 

Finally Jenghiz Khan's grand- 
son, Kublai Khan, completed the 
conquest of China. His realm ex- 
tended over a large part of Asia 
and a wide area in Europe. He was 
the first emperor in the Mongol 
dynasty (1280 to 1368), one of the 
most brilliant rulers the world has 
ever known. To the court of Kublai 
Khan came the boy from Venice, 
Marco Polo, the first European to

because it would be very 
rassing to them.” 

Late Tuesday, after Col Roose- | 
velt had concluded a rather ‘suc- 
cessufl appearance before the 
Senate war expenditures committee 
he told the Canadian Press he 
would rather not name those with 
whome he had correspondence on 
his Canadian application.

‘Fear’ Greatest Enemy 
Canada Trade Outlook 


By Chester Bloom 
OTTAWA, Ont., Aug. 6.—The greatest danger which 
the British-American-Canadian economic world structure 


faces today 


is the spread of fear among these nations, The 


Edmonton Bulletin was informed today in a background 
talk with men on the highest levels of the Canadian govern- 


ment. 


It is no use blinking the fact that the British situ- 


ation has produced a condition of uncertainty which is caus- 
ing governments in sound economic positons otherwise to 
begin to curtail spending in all directions, 


CANADA, according to 
authorities, has less to fear from 
further British restrictions on im- 
ports than perhaps any other na- 
tion. The great preponderance of 
Canadian exports to Britain is 
food, and food will be the last im- 
port materially cut down in any 
new British program of austerity, 

Canadian wheat exports to Brit- 
ain, our largest sales, will not be 
materially affected. Moreover, 
what the British cannot take in 
food is sought frantically at the 
highest possible prices by other 
nations. Belgium for example, is 
pleading for Canadian wheat. So 
is France, Italy and half a dozen 
other European nations. 

On the other hand, hign govern- 
ment levels here discount much of 
the talk concerning crop failures 
and wheat shortages from the prai- 
ries. One unknown factor is just 
how much wheat remains yet in 
storage on western farms. It is a 
considerable amount, according to 
the best estimates. Moreover, the 
western wheat crop has astonish- 
ing capacity for a come-back after 
what may have looked like a fail- 
ure in July and early August. 

THE CANADIAN government 
under any conditions, would pre- 
fer to supply her surplus exports 
to Britain. Moreover, it is not an 
immediate question of funds since 
nearly half or about forty per cent 
of the Canadian billion + dollar 
loan to Britain is still available: it 
is merely the fact that the British 
government alarmed by the rapid 
use of both the US and Canadian 
loans, is proceeding to cut her im- 
ports in every direction. 

Availability of other export out- 
lets is unquestioned; but the Can- 
adian anxiety is to maintain her 
traditional trade position with the 
mother country.
